Yot, they form the taxt, 
for au article in ané of the leading London 
dailies, and a strong protest is made egainst 
tho inarticulate mumbling of pudlic speakers 
of tho. proaent day, Suoh a protest is 
sirongly needed. It may be only~ono “of 
the ontcomes of s commorcial ago that] 
speech should becume rapid, and, conse- 
quently, less distinct, and it may bo that 
tho moro fact that public spoaking is moro 
frequently indulged in supetinduces care- 
lessness. Tho molancholy fact remains, 
whatever its oausea, that those whose daties 
compol them to speak ia public. ars gotting 
very caroloss., Klocution is6 lost art, Na-: 
tural oloquence is raroly met. The speak. | 
ing indulged in merely for remuneration or 
in fultilment of daty is slowly, but steadily, 
degenorating.

He is captain of the 
launch Rising Star, We had a picnic but 
it had nuthing to do with the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bask. Thoro were no guests, 
wo all shared in tha oxponsos. [ think there 
were five from the Hongkong & Shanghai 
Bank, and there. wore seventeen on 
board altogother.. After dinner, about 
10.30, I went down to the wheel and 
anked the man there--not the defendant, 
who was not at tho wheel—to go full 
spoed. The man at the whee] pointed to 
the defendant, who cama up to me and took 
me roughly by the arm asking me ‘ What 
for I talkeo he go full epaed because another 
gentleman had talkee he go half speed?’ 
He took me by the arm to the person he 
mentioned. 

Q—Who wos he?—Mr Anderson, of tho 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank. Mr Ander- 
son asked me to let him go half speed as we 
could not hear tho music. ‘I'o this Lagreed. 
After another song had bean sung, Mr 
Wood come to ma, and said unless we 
went full speod we would never got 
home. I then went down to the wheel. 
The defendant was at the side of the 
launch, not at the wheel. He came up 
to me again, so I told him to go full speed. 
He caught me a second tims by the arm, 
and asked why I asked him to go full speed 
and wanted to take mo to Mr Anderson 
again, Ho was very much excited at the 
tims, E 

Q—Did he sppoar to bo angry or drink- 
ing }—He was very angry und argumenta- 
tive. Ee sppeared to lrave beou drinking.

‘These 
two or three were held up overywhere as an 
awful warning of what the whole sex would 
become if they yot Lhe suffrage, and instead 
of argument, yeople used to say, ‘If you 
only saw the vld harridans, th¢ir dress, and 
their manners, who are agit for the 
softroge, it would be enough. If women 
are to lock like that whea they get the 
suffrage, then defend me from it.’
